Before 1961, there was no Old Rochester Regional 
High School. Tri-Town residents upon completing the 
eighth grade were separated and shipped off to various 
schools in the area.

for the ninth grade. For the 10th and 11th grade, we either 
went to New Bedford High or Wareham High,” Edith 
Johnson recalled. “So when the (Old Rochester) school 
opened in ‘61, some of us didn’t even know each other.” 

For some, the new regional high school meant 
reuniting with old friends but regardless of familiar faces, 
it was a big change for every one of the 75 seniors starting 
their last year in a brand-new place.

the reality of having to uproot your social life, academic 
standing, and for Charles Jefferson, an athletic career. 

“Originally, we were told that if we wanted to 
stay where we were, we could. About a week later, they 
came back and said well, they have changed their mind, 
or things have happened. If you want to pay your own 
tuition, you can stay at Wareham. So goodbye Wareham, 
hello ORR,” Jefferson chuckled. 

Quick to make the best out of his new 
circumstances, Charles joined the football team as its 
captain. “I was the only starting veteran they had on the 
team that year. We had half a dozen that played some 
(junior varsity), but the starters, no, I was the only one.” 


They were a new team filled with boys who 
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had lingering attachments to their old schools and the 
friends they left behind. Practices could be rough with 
the responsibility of pushing the team falling on Charles’ 
shoulders. 

“They only gave us six games that year ... most 
sportscasters and whatnot had us as underdogs ... we 
ended up (winning our first game) 14-6. We went on to 
beat Nantucket 12-2, Martha’s Vineyard 18-0. We took 
our first loss against Bourne; we lost to them 8-0. Then we 
beat Somerset and lost to Falmouth. So all in all, it was a 
good year.” 

The class of 62 may have only been together 
for a year, but they’ve stayed in touch since with regular 
reunions, the most recent being their 55th. Edith Johnson, 
one of the organizers of the reunions, recalled how it felt 
to be ORR’s first-ever graduating class. 

“I think we thought we were special ... you know, 
being young. We had the first prom. We made the first 
yearbook,” recalled Johnson. 

A lot has changed in the decades since. Not just 
the staff and the students, but the style as well. In 1962, 
there was a far different dress code for the students of 
ORR. 

“The boys had to wear bolo ties. The girl’s skirts 
had to be below their knees. That was standard,” said 
Johnson, who is most surprised by how fast the years 
have flown by. “None of us can believe it’s been 60 years 
because none of us feel 60 years older.” 
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“We all really got along, which was kind of nice. 

We were happy to be all back together again,” said Lesley 

MacFarlane, vice president of the Class of ’62. 

None were happier than Jefferson, who was 
reunited with his future wife, having attended Sippican 
School together before being sent to separate high schools. 
“About halfway through the year, I started dating her,” he 
recalled. 

It wasn’t long before Jefferson had made up 
his mind. “I knew I wanted to marry her before we 
graduated. That’s how much I'd fallen in love with her,” 
he said. As the cherry atop this high school sweetheart 
cake, Jefferson proposed to his girlfriend on Christmas 
Day. She, of course, said yes. 

They weren't the only ones to find love at ORR. 

“He was my date to prom, and I ended up 
married to him,” MacFarlane reminisced. While she 
worked on Wall Street as a credit analyst, her husband 
was across the world in Vietnam. 

Jefferson had been similarly drafted, joining the 
Marines and eventually seeing active duty. “The only 
thing I asked, I asked the Lord to bring me home safe,” he 
said. 
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Home has become a wide range of places for 
the Class of ’62, some finding their way to Florida or 
California and others staying closer to home, right here in 
the Tri-Town area.

Walk This Way 
Mattapoisett Museum

The Mattapoisett Museum has over the past few 
years evolved from a collection of materials to a fully 
functioning museum offering a wide variety of programs 
and services. 

This has been no small task. One can speculate 
easily that the original founding members would be 
amazed and very pleased to see the building and its 
uses come into the 21st century. It is a dynamic gem in 
Mattapoisett’s village. 

But what makes the Mattapoisett Museum even 
more engaging are the volunteers. One such volunteer is 
Luke Couto, who has stepped up to give village walking 
tours based on the early writings of Francis Rowland. 
Couto used Rowland’s “Memory Lane” walking tour 
booklet, edited and updated by former and or current 
board members Carol Clifford, Jennifer McIntire and Jill 
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Call Ahead 508-965-8134 


Sanford. 

Rowland was one of the founding members of the 
museum who was instrumental in forming the Historical 
Society, working with such notables as Charles Mendell 
and Lemuel Dexter. The former Baptist church building 
that eventually became a museum was a repository for 
letters, journals, farm equipment and tools, ship models, 
and antique dolls. Even a cot from The Wanderer, the last 
whaling ship built in Mattapoisett, is now on display in 
the museum’s “Weird and Wonderful” exhibit. 

Couto began the tour explaining much of the 
history of the church/museum building before venturing 
on to individual homes that line primarily parts of 
Church, Main, Water and Canon Streets. Couto spoke 
to love letters written by Captain William Taber, whose 
former residence is located at 6 Church Street. Part of his 
letter reads, “Many kisses to you and to our little ... how I 
would like to see both of you and hug you both ...” 

Rowland’s walking tours as shared by Couto 
were replete with anecdotal stories. Rowland seems to 
have had a wry sense of humor salted with historical 
points of reference. We learned that the house located at 
the corner of Main and Church Street was once known as 
the Anchorage by the Sea, a business that had to relocate 
after a massive hurricane swept it from its perch in what 
is now Shipyard Park. 

Couto also explained that Mattapoisett was once 
part of Rochester, as was Marion until dissatisfaction 
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Heat Stroke

Mattapoisett’s Town Hall was once the 
headquarters for the Fire and Police departments, Couto 
shared, and from Rowland’s tours, we learn that he was 
once held in the jail located in the Town Hall basement 
for stealing a watermelon. By the way, Couto said that the 
first fire engine is now in the museum’s carriage house on 
display. 

Couto talked about the railroad that once ran 
between New Bedford and Wareham and the back story 
of Reservation Golf Club. Apparently, Charles King, a 
wealthy businessman who summered in Mattapoisett, 
had a private rail spur next to his residence, which is 
today the YMCA camp. From there, his well-heeled 
friends could disembark. The private car used to transport 
the guest was named The Dude Special. 

Center School was discussed, having been built 
in 1898 and gifted to Mattapoisett by Henry Huttleston 
Rogers, whose grandfather Abisha Rogers lived at 10 
Main Street. Couto told the story of Rogers walking 
around Mattapoisett village and commenting to his 
wife that he had a mind to build a central school for 
the residents. With her encouragement, he did just that. 
Rogers is also responsible for building Fairhaven High 
School (where Mattapoisett students could attend free 
of charge, thanks to Rogers), Millicent Library and the 
Unitarian Church, the latter two buildings also located in 
Fairhaven. 

During a brief stop in front of what is considered 
the oldest continuously running inn in the country, the Inn 
at Shipyard Park, Couto noted that the park was once the 
location where whaling ships were built and launched. 
Ten Water Street was once the location of Harlow 
LeBaron’s dry good store, and 12 Water Street housed Dr. 
Sparrow’s patent medicine operation. 

As the tour wound down, Couto ushered the 
group up Cannon Street, likely the quaintest street in the 
village. He pointed out that the street is lined with Cape 
Cod style cottages, with each petite structure having 
undergone renovations that added to the length of the

buildings. 

At the corner of Water and Cannon Street, Couto 
directed everyone’s attention to a large plaque placed in 
honor of Titanic victim Francis Davis Millet, a local born 
in Mattapoisett who became a well-known artist before 
his untimely death.

Barn Swallow a Farmer’s Friend

Since early colonial agriculture times in this 
country, the Barn Swallow has been a welcome visitor 
to barnyards because it eats so many unwanted, crop- 
destroying insects such as beetles, flies, wasps, crawling 
ants, moths and spiders. 

At a speed of over 74 miles per hour, while 
skimming over ponds, lakes and rivers, the Barn Swallow 
is well known for collecting the insects in a compressed 
ball in its mouth and delivering them to its young in a 
nest attached to a beam under a barn roof, as illustrated in 
my drawing. 

Since colonial times, the agricultural population 
grew many times over in the next two centuries, as did 
the swallow numbers breeding and raising another 
generation several times each season until genetically 
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reaching a total number of 190,000,000 as the largest 
swallow population on this continent. 

The Barn Swallow then needed more than barns 
for reproduction that has today grown to include bridge 
foundations, roofs of outdoor arenas, suburban park 
structures, railroad and auto bypasses and any other man- 
made construction. 

The Barn Swallow is the only American Swallow 
with buffy to cinnamon-colored underparts, underwing 
linings accentuated by pointed wings and deeply forked 
tail. 

Skimming over a water surface, it subsequently 
scoops down to get a drink of water or takes a bath while 
dunking in a bed 
of wet leaves along 
the shore. It is 
the most widely 
ranging swallow 
in the world, 
serenading both 
continents with a 
worldwide musical 
anthem of “chit, 
chit, or wit-wit” 
with a universal 
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liquid overtone of notes in the tune. 
Evaluating the beneficial inspiration of having 
Barn Swallows feeding in your neighborhood backyard 
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will tell you they do not come naturally to regular bird 
feeders but will be attracted to a generous spreading of 
oyster or eggshells. 

It will also help to attract them with a shelter 
open building keeping an open door or window for ease 
of coming and going. However, it is just as important to 
have a standing water source quite nearby for making 
nests out of mud with hundreds of beaks loads to 
complete construction. 

Having a fully operational swallow nest quite 
nearby could be a highly educational bird-watching 
experience for your children with the natural phenomena 
of reproduction several times in the next coming season. 
They may be grateful for my literary observation and 
illustration of Barn Swallows in motion that I have tried to 
create before their very eyes.

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remaining paper inventory if she would create an abstract 
from some of the paper in exchange. Today Ross still has 
some of that rice paper in her supplies. 

The MAC’s second-floor gallery is an homage to 
both Ross and the art of collage making. These flowers, 
mermaids, seasides, castles, birch forests and so much 
more are painstaking constructed. But for Ross this form 
of art is forgiving. 

“With oils you can’t really change your mind,” 
she explained. Oils take a long time to dry and cannot 
be manipulated easily. Acrylics, although easier to work 
with, still cannot be manipulated. “With collages, I can 
move things around and get them exactly where I want 
them before I glue them down - I can change my mind,” 
Ross stated. 

“When I was painting, I did more traditional 
subjects,” she shared. “With paper I can be more flexible.” 

Ross commented that she never wanted to get 
bored committing her time to a specific technique. “If I 
reached a point where I couldn’t reach the next step, I’d 
do something else.” Yet she has never tired of collage 
making and has reached and surpassed many steps in her 
quest to get it just right. 

Ross’ sense of color and its impact is evident, 
whether she is using it to make a subtle comment to a 
scene or a bold commanding statement. And then there 
are the extras. Mermaids are festooned with unruly hair 
that punctuates their angelic faces.

Snow’s Pond a Summer Classroom

On a hot and sunny July 13 afternoon, Lisa 
Wheeler of the Plumb Memorial Library, local professor 
and ecologist Dr. Mindy Labranche and Michelle Kirby 
of the Snow’s Pond Association brought over two dozen 
children to the Lawrence Way shore of Snow’s Pond to 
teach them about the importance of lakes, ponds and 
freshwater life. 

It did not take long for the 21 young explorers 
ages five to 12 to find tinier pond life than any of them 
would have expected as they dipped their nets in the 
mucky water’s edge. 

Zak, 11, a student at Rochester Memorial School, 
was one of the first to net a baby dragonfly, then later 
a slightly bigger “dragonfly nymph,” as Dr. Labranche 
called them, explaining they live in that state for about a 
year before becoming adults. 

Later, Zak was spotted climbing the concrete 
piling supporting the nearby dock, net in hand, to find 
more of the tiny creatures populating the pond. Asked 
what he liked most about exploring the pond this way, he 
said, “It’s just the excitement of doing it.” 

By the end of the outdoor visit, all the students 
had enjoyed the experience. They found tiny tadpoles 
and small pickerel and catfish, and they netted crane fly 
larvae and other small bugs. They even learned about the 
different types of lily pads. Some have a slimy coating on 
their undersides, Dr. Labranche said. That is so fish and 
frogs and other lizards will not eat those kinds of pads. 

Michelle Kirby, president of the Snow’s Pond 
Association, said as the workshop began that the 
program’s goal is to teach young people how to “protect 
and preserve our beautiful open spaces.” 

Snow’s Pond, she pointed out, has the highest 
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water level of all ponds in Rochester. It is a 12,000-year- 
old “kettle pond” created by glacial activity that long ago. 

As the workshop ended, Dr. Labranche noted 
her goal was simply “to find bugs and get the younger 
generation familiar with life in the pond.” She happily 
noted that most of the creatures on her to-find list were 
found. 

Labranche hinted at the deeper meaning of the 
exercise when she noted that finding these pond creatures 
are part of a water-quality bioassessment. The organisms 
sensitive to water pollution will not be found where 
pollutants are high, she explained. Some other organisms 
tolerate pollution somewhat, and others will totally 
survive. It’s very telling about the current state of Snow’s 
Pond that the dragonfly nymph and crane fly larvae are 
among the moderately tolerant category. 

The library program’s goals are not unlike the 
mission of the Snow’s Pond Association (SPA) itself, Kirby 
later said. The association was formed in 2018 by abutters 
concerned about the excessive aquatic weed growth and 
diminishing water quality of the pond. 

“It is a group committed to the preservation and 
protection of Snow’s Pond and its surroundings,” she 
said. “We want to ensure that this natural resource will be 
around for generations to come.” 

Having noted in a previous Wanderer story that 
the association includes 14 of the 16 property owners on 
the pond, Kirby notes that the association has 13 voting 
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members and over 100 people supporting the Friends 
of Snow’s Pond. She followed up in an email with a 
historical sketch of recent work at Snow’s Pond. 

“In 2019 the SPA hired a certified lake manager to 
identify and map the aquatic plants in the pond, perform 
a bathymetric survey to create a depth map and analyze 
water quality and nutrients in the pond, she said. This 
study gave the association a solid baseline of the health 
of Snow’s Pond,” Kirby wrote, adding that in 2020, the 
SPA became the first Massachusetts waterbody to join 
the University of Rhode Island (URI) Watershed Watch, 
a volunteer monitoring program that runs from May to 
October. 

SPA members monitor weekly and once a month 
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bring water samples to URI’s laboratory for analysis. Data 
collected by volunteers are posted on URI’s Watershed 
Watch website, according to Kirby. “The data provides us 
with a better understanding of the pond’s ecosystem and 
will help us decide the correct route when implementing a 
management plan,” she said. 

The SPA is currently working on establishing 
non-profit (501c3) status, which is often a prerequisite to 
obtaining funding for lake management. Meanwhile, it 
continues its work to increase awareness and education of 
the importance of pond health and a better understanding 
of the impacts that human development has on 
watersheds around town, she said. 

The threat from aquatic invasive species and 
nutrient overload extends beyond Rochester waterbodies 
all over the country, Kirby said. “In order to preserve and 
protect our water bodies and water resources, we need to 
be proactive. SPA is currently the only pond association 
in Rochester and aims to serve as an example of best 
practices and pond stewardship.” 


Officials Taking Time on Cannabis Shop

A cannabis retail store may soon be coming to the 
Rochester Crossroads mixed-use development at Routes 
58 and 28. 

The design of “Megan’s Organic Market,” an 
established cannabis retailer, seeks to normalize the retail 
cannabis-buying experience with a typical, retail-store 
configuration, company Principal Nick Andrian explained 
to the Rochester Select Board members Woody Hartley, 
Paul Ciaburri and Brad Morse as the board reviewed a 
proposed Community Host Agreement between the town 
and the store during Monday night’s public meeting at 
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Attention Mattapoisett Water Users

The agreement would include the store giving 
the town 1 percent of its gross receipts over and above the 
3 percent of revenues that the state mandates each host 
community of such businesses should receive. 

Andrian told the Select Board that customers 
will find that the open concept of the store’s design, 
wherein the actual product packaging is easily accessible 
on display, will be more comfortable than the typical 
atmosphere of a prescription pharmacy. Customers can 
pick up either a red basket signaling that they do not 
need customer assistance or a black basket indicating the 
patron does need help. 

Since the Commonwealth of Massachusetts does 
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not allow the company’s typical placement of actual 
products on display, Andrian said that the Rochester store 
would display “dummy packaging” that customers can 
take to the counter to do the actual ordering. 

Andrian also noted the California-based company 
prides itself on “responsible stewardship.” He said that 
the store will place its 1 percent of receipts into a local 
community fund. Megan’s Organic Market plans to 
sponsor charitable events and do volunteer work. 

The store, he said, will be built on a free- 
standing lot as far away as possible from other Rochester 
Crossroads tenants such as the proposed child-care 
center. Security will be tight. Doors and windows will be 
alarmed. There will be security cameras inside and out. 

The entrance leads to a lobby where a receptionist 
and a security guard will check customers’ credentials. 
The HVAC system will prevent odors. The store will not 
carry disposable vape pens. 

After hearing the presentation, the Select Board 
concluded that the terms of the Community Host 
Agreement are “straightforward” but chose to review it 
further before taking a vote. 

The board also came close to approving a date 
for the fall Town Meeting. Town Administrator Glenn 
Cannon suggested October 10 or 17; Select Board member 
Brad Morse suggested waiting to learn the Planning 
Board’s timetable for proposing articles for the meeting. 

The Select Board also announced and responded 
to two resignations. Assistant wiring inspector George 
Randall has resigned; the board appointed Roger Poitras, 
who was once the head wiring inspector in Mattapoisett, 
to replace him. 

The Select Board also announced that Boards 
of Assessors Assessment Administrator Debra Lalli has 
retired. The board encourages interested applicants to 
send a letter of interest by mail or email to the Assessor’s 
office at Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way, Rochester, 
Massachusetts 02770. 

Cannon announced that the town will receive 
$23,766 from Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical 
High School after the school system received a state 
Community Mitigation Grant that reduced its budget.

Meeting Easy As Summer Breezes 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

It isn’t often that the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission has a brief and uncomplicated meeting, but 
that was just the case when the commissioners met on 
July 13. 

Coming before the commission with a Request 
for Determination of Applicability was the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust for property located at 0 Dupont Drive. MLT 


The next meeting of the Rochester Select Board is 


president Mike Huguenin, 
along with MLT program 
manager Colleen Andrews, 
explained the need for 
permission to perform 
invasive-species removal 
consisting primarily 
of Multiflora Rose and 
bittersweet vine. A Negative 
2 determination was 
granted. 
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Notice of Intent filing for the planned retrofitting and 
replacement of the Eel Pond sewer line was conditioned. 
At the previous commission meeting, members of 

the consulting group Tighe and Bond gave a detailed 
presentation on how the project will employ directional 
boring and other environmentally sound practices to 
minimize the disturbance to sensitive marshland. The 
entire project is located in jurisdictional lands surrounding 
Good Speed Island. 

Part of the presentation included contingency 
planning in the event of a spell during and after 
construction. It was pointed out that contingency 
planning and associated conditions were an “into 
perpetuity” requirement. The project received 
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conditioning with the caveat that Tighe and Bond’s full 
team accept the package of conditions as written. 

Peter Therrien of Field Engineering represented 
Juanita Howland, 70 Mattapoisett Neck Road, for a 
Notice of Intent to replace an existing rail-tie retaining 
wall located along salt marsh with Versa-Lok material 
as well as reconstruction of an existing patio area. After 
Therrien detailed the project and the fact that it was not 
located within jurisdictional habitats, the project received 
conditioning. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, July 
25, at 6:30 pm. 


Commission, Property Owner at Odds 
Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission Tuesday 
night issued a new violation order against the property 
owner at 89 Box Turtle Drive for clearing land too close to 
wetlands without a permit and not trying to communicate 
with commission members. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey, appearing before the 
commission remotely via Zoom, recommended issuing 
a new order because the original was signed by an office 
aide and should have been signed by the commissioners 
themselves. He then added that the property owner needs 
to file a restoration plan for his violation of the town’s 
wetland boundary bylaws. 

The property owner’s attorney Timothy Angley 
who also attended remotely via Zoom argued, “We are 
working on defining the wetlands border with wetlands 
experts. It is hard to say there was a violation. We are not 
going to agree there was a violation.” 

Attorney Bailey said he totally disagrees with this 
stance. 

“Only the extent of the violation might be at 
issue,” Attorney Bailey said. “The board will need a 
restoration plan. You can appeal where you see fit.” 

In the meantime, under the new order, the 
commission will continue issuing “tickets,” fining the 
property owner for wetland-code violations, which 
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involve working closer than 25 feet from wetlands 
without a permit. The order instructs the property owner 
to file a restoration plan with erosion and sedimentation 
controls by August 2. 

The commission also agreed to get the assistance 
of the state Department of Environmental Protection with 
investigating the issue. 

“We've tried to be helpful to (the property 
owner),” Conservation Commission Chairman Ben 
Bailey (no relation to Blair Bailey) said after the attorneys 
had signed off. “This is an excessively unwise course of 
action on his part. He approached us to ask if he needed 
a permit. He never complied, and then he’s refused our 
every overture to work with him.” 

The commission’s other action Tuesday approved 
an extension of an Order of Conditions approved two 
years ago for 443 Neck Road, where a house and a 
subsurface sewerage disposal system are proposed. 

Property owner Matthew Magalhaes explained he 
brought the parcel in 2019, when a previous owner’s OOC 
was in place. There have been multiple issues delaying 
construction, including the pandemic. Magalhaes said he 
will only need a six-month extension. The commission 
approved the typical two-year extension.

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Decision on Lees Proposal Due July 27 
Marion Conservation Commission

The contentious case of John and Pamela Lees’ 
proposal to build a house at 49 Water Street went from 
public hearing to action item after a July 13 public 
hearing of the Marion Conservation Commission failed to 
generate a conclusion. 

The many-times-continued public hearing to 
vet the applicant’s Notice of Intent for reconstruction of 
a single-family house, an inground swimming pool and 
repair of a seawall was finally closed by the commission 
at the Lees’ request, as delivered by representative Dave 
Davignon of Schneider, Davignon & Leone, Inc. 
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The timing of that request did not sit well with 
the commissioners, who were handed a revised plan and 
the abutters’ reaction thereto only days before the July 13 
public hearing. 

Led by Conservation Commission Chairman Jeff 
Doubrava, the members tabled their vote with plans to 
render a decision as an action item at the July 27 public 
meeting. 

Failure to do so at that time would empower the 
Lees to appeal directly to state authorities in appeal of the 
commission’s inaction, but the membership expressed 
confidence a decision is forthcoming once adequate time 
is taken to digest the late submissions from both the 
applicant and the abutters. 

Since the public hearing was closed on July 13, 
no further information can be considered unless it is 
administrative in nature and not substantial to the case. 

The July 13 public hearing was two sided, 
Davignon’s presentation of revised plans on the Lees’ 
behalf being buttressed by three professional experts. 
After that, abutter David Croll read from a prepared 
statement because their expert consultants and attorney 
were unable to attend on short notice. 

In summarizing the changes to the site plan, 
Davignon compared the utilities of the 1966 construction, 
which are below the flood-basement level, along with a 
first floor that is also noncompliant, would be replaced 
by anew, compliant dwelling elevated in Flood Zone AE 
Elevation-15. The first-floor requirement is plus 1 foot and 
is proposed at plus-1.25 feet. 

The new house would sit above a 35,000 cubic 
foot crawl space, which equates to 264,000 gallons of 
water. 

The boathouse will be reconstructed out of the 
velocity zone and shifted to the “A Zone.” The proposal 
includes a swimming pool with various pervious patios 
and a pervious driveway. Roof runoff will be directed to 
the recharge system located in front of the house. 

The house will cover 21.5 percent of the lot, 
part of a total 28.3 percent of impervious lot coverage 
including the boathouse. 

Revisions since the last public hearing include 
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what Davignon described as an extensive redesign. is Phan ia ti 
nen effort to make the neighbors oo. they’ve SOs Ho EE SE 
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Geotechnical consultant Wayne McArdle, eet ade; 
stormwater engineer Bruce Jacobs and coastal geologist l rN 
Stan Humphries also spoke on the applicant's behalf. 


McArdle reported on analysis of the land where Stoliday Poy l Onkes, F 


the pool, deck, slopes and seawall are located. The seawall 


was evaluated for rotational stability. HOLIDAY SPECIALS: 
“Considering the height of new fill behind the 
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wall, we produced a cross section from the new pool 
down to the existing seawall to demonstrate typical 
stresses that might be imposed on the coastal bank due to 
the new pool and grade changes. And we also addressed 
neighbors’ concerns about potential scour,” explained 
McArdle. “Briefly, what we found is that the site of the 
new building and the coastal bank are composed of a 
deposit commonly known as glacial till. 

“Within the Marion quadrangle, glacial till is 
the most widespread glacial deposit in the subsurface. It 
was laid down directly on the bedrock. Anybody here’s 
ever tried to dig a septic system knows what I’m talking 
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properties” and said the commercial building code allows 
up to 10 tons of vertical bearing pressure on glacial till. In 

New England, only bedrock is stronger. He said any scour 
(localized erosion via flooding or wave action) would not 

affect neighboring properties. 

“After looking at all this data, I see nothing 
currently proposed that would exceed the coastal bank’s 
capacity, cause slumping, landslides or other slope 
failures as defined by the Coastal Zone Manual,” said 
McArdle. 

Jacobs, who was brought into the project to 
respond to concerns raised by Scott Horsley regarding 
the potential impacts of mounding in the coastal bank, 
said that analysis indicates an annual increase in the 
recharge area that he considers consistent with standard 
stormwater-management practices. Impacts at the water 
table at the retaining wall he found to be 2 inches. 

Judith Rosbe, an abutter to the Lees’ land, was 
briefly allowed the floor to ask if the “contemporary 
plans” include the removal of 5 feet of soil to be replaced 
by more compact soil. 

McArdle answered that the amount varies 
throughout the site depending on what materials might 
be considered unsuitable to sit under the new structure, 
but he estimated that there are areas requiring the 
replacement of soils 2, 4 or even 5-feet deep, preferably 
with on-site material. McArdle said there may be some 
import such as crushed stone, but the plan is to use as

much on-site material as possible. 

In reporting his analysis of floodplain 
management, Humphries said the neighbors’ houses sit 
60 to 85 feet landward from the Lees’ project and that 
plans on site for vegetation will absorb what would be a 
“slow and incremental” movement of water landward. 

The revision to a smaller footprint ensures that no 
scouring will occur on the abutters’ property as a result of 
the house the Lees proposed, he said. 

After his analysis, Humphries concluded that the 
work will not destabilize the coastal bank and should be 
approved. Of the project-team experts hired by the Lees, 
Humphries said, “Their work in my opinion has been the 
most thorough and complete that I’ve seen on a single- 
family residential project in my career.” 

After more questions and answers with the 
commissioners, David Croll, 10 Lewis Street, spoke on 
behalf of the neighbors. Because the revised plan was 
not acquired until two days before the meeting, Croll 
sought to summarize the responses of the abutters’ official 
representatives who could not attend the meeting. 

Citing a plan that “calls for major alterations 
on or within 100 feet of the coastal bank,” Croll read a 
description placing patios, parts of the grass putting 
green, half of the swimming pool and site grading on top 
of the coastal bank, with most of the 190-foot-long, 10,000 
square-foot house, garage, part of the driveway, part of 
the boathouse, the putting green, patio and walkway and 
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part of dics swimming ra within 100 feet. 

Croll argued that regulations require no adverse 
impact on the coastal bank, “not 20 percent, not 40 
percent.” 

“It defies logic that none of what’s proposed will 
have any adverse impact, which the Wetland Act requires 
to be the case,” he said. 

In reading from a Coastal Zone Management 
manual issued by the state presumably meant to establish 
guidelines to reckoning with the Wetlands Protection Act, 
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Croll cited Horsley’s and Robert Stevens’ 

April letters confirming that the proposed project will 
destabilize the coastal bank. 

According to Croll, the abutters’ consultants 
believe the project will cause a 20-47 percent increase in 
groundwater recharge, resulting in higher water-table 
conditions. He said review shows that a more landward 
pool and a shorter house would lessen impact. 

Croll relayed several abutters’ requests of the 
commission for the next hearing, including the following 
requirements: a redesign relocating all structures as 
landward as possible; plans for retaining walls, citing 
potential storm surge; analysis of coastal storm flowage 
onto abutting properties; analysis of roof runoff that 
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the abutters’ consultants say will result in groundwater 
mounding raising the table by “multiple feet” during 
storms; hydrologic updates and proof that so-called 
permeable surfaces will perform; a freshwater impact 
assessment on the salt marsh and a redesign based on 
low-impact standards. Croll also said eight large trees 
were cut down on the site and should be restored. 

Acknowledging “major disagreements” between 
the abutters’ and applicants’ engineers and the difficult 
task for the commission, Croll asked if the commission 
would have its own advisor to “figure out who in these 
cases is correct.” 

Andrew Kendall, a direct abutter to the south 
of the Lees’ property, added his concern regarding 
stormwater flowage and echoed Croll’s request that the 
abutters be given a month to organize a proper response 
to the latest proposal. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Jeff 
Doubrava asked Davignon if the Lees would consider 
another continuance, to which Davignon answered they 
would not and wished within their right to request the 
public hearing be closed.

Harbor Activity at Full Tilt 
Marion Marine Resources Commission

Since the Marion Harbormaster Department's 
pump-out service started in early June, 290 boats have 
been serviced and approximately 6,100 gallons of waste 
pumped into the town’s sewer system. 

That adds up to a busy summer so far in Marion 
harbor, according to Shellfish Officer and Deputy 
Harbormaster Adam Murphy, who reported to the Marine 
Resources Commission during Monday night’s public 
meeting at the Music Hall. 

Between Murphy, Harbormaster Isaac Perry and 
Assistant Harbormaster Dave Wilson, the department’s 
hands are full. 

“With three full-timers and one part-time guy 
(Andrew Miller), it’s been a burden on the department to 
keep that (pump-out) program ... that’s why the Island 
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Wharf pump-out station’s not up and running yet,” 
said Murphy, noting that the station at Old Landing is 
functioning. The department is performing the service 
with the pump-out boat on requests. 

MRC member Scott Cowell asked about progress 
with the Island Wharf pump-out station. Murphy 
indicated trying to get it up and running now would 
make more trouble than it’s worth. 

“With all that traffic, it’s going to be more of a 
burden on the boating public,” he said, projecting the 
project to the fall. “Old Landing has been working.” 

Murphy shared the Call to Service log from 
the police station with the MRC membership, noting 
there had already been 80 calls for service, including 
emergencies such as boats taking on water. 

“I think we’re doing a much better job recording 
the call volumes than we’ve had in the past,” said 
Murphy, noting “a few serious situations,” including 
an early May incident in which the captain of a fishing 
boat overdosed at 3:00 am off Angelica Point. Narcan 
was successfully administered, and the patient was 
transported with assistance from the U.S. Coast Guard to 
Woods Hole. 

In another scare last week, the seat on the 
flybridge of a 40-foot power vessel broke, sending its 
occupant to the deck. Wilson and Miller exported the 
patient to Bourne. 

There have also been several minor incidents in 
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which boats sinking in the harbor were rescued before 
overturning. Murphy also mentioned a 14 foot, 4-inch- 
diameter log floating off Aucoot Cove. 

Ina planned success, a yacht club event “went off 
without a hitch” thanks to having an officer on detail. 
Murphy suggests that will be a trend in managing such 
events. 

Murphy credited Wilson with a great job on 
harbor management leading up to and during Marion’s 
July 1 fireworks. “Dave did a ton of work on that,” he 
said. 

Because weather was slightly off during the July 
4 weekend, the boat crowd was below expectations and 
without incident. 

In other activities, Perry and Miller finished the 
work needed to get 1,200 feet of new swim lines and floats 
into the water. 

Marion’s shellfish growing season is in full swing, 
as Murphy reported 150,000 oysters in the “up well” 
and 150,000 quahogs on the way after being ordered. 

He expressed optimism based on Tabor Academy’s 
assistance. 

“We have so many oysters in the harbor right 
now you can walk across them,” said Murphy. “I would 
like to try another species.” Given the great amount of 
recreational quahog fishing. He said he wants to “stay on 
top” of that trend. 

Scallops, Murphy suggested, could be grown at 
Planting Island because of the seagrass in that area. 

The MRC budgeted an annual $6,000 for 
aquaculture but took in $11,000 more, prompting the 
question as to whether those funds must go to the town’s 
general fund. 

Noting that those funds are not earmarked for the 
Waterways Account, MRC Chairman Vin Malkoski said 
any other destination would have to be a reserve fund. 
Murphy argued that, since the town is charging people for 
recreational services, the resulting funds should go back 
into marine-related accounts. 

A tricky licensing question could be coming 
before the commission after Murphy told MRC members 
about “an outsider” who asked about starting an 
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aquaculture site. The interested person, who is neither a 
Marion nor Rochester resident, cited the word “domicile” 
in the regulations and asked if a land purchase would 
qualify him to hold a site. Murphy interprets the 
regulation as requiring residency, “meaning you live here. 
I’m assuming he will have a meeting in a future with 

the commission,” he said. The MRC will not issue 
an Official reply until the question is formally asked of the 
commission. 

All of Marion’s aquaculture sites are in 
compliance. There are no availabilities; everything has 
been assigned according to Murphy. 

Marion’s patrol boat recently lost a lower-unit 
seal, leaked and ran out of oil. He thanked Barden’s Boat 
Yard for its assistance but noted that the boat operator 
cannot tell when the boat is leaking oil. Moreover, 
Murphy said he much prefers to be operating the town’s 
workboat as opposed to its patrol boat. 

“T call it the wheelbarrow. It’s the most usable 
boat,” said Murphy of the workboat. “When we go to 
Hog Island Channel, it’s the worst weather. I would much 
rather be in that boat.” 

Murphy cited several cracks in the patrol boat 
from water freezing in its hull and hopes Marion can 
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consider replacing it come FY25 or FY26. 

Several complaints indicating lack of compliance 
with the usage of floats have come into the Harbormaster 
Office, and people are asking for kayak spots. One 
solution, Murphy and Perry hope for is to add on the 
commercial side by building more of the same floats, 
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the end game to move the commercial boats and create 
another 20 or 30 additional private spots. Such a plan will 
wait on the construction of the new Marine Center and 
then build any new infrastructure. 

Kayak racks are a hot subject in Wing’s Cove and 
elsewhere, and new MRC member Michael Moore said 
adding kayak racks there would get some of the boat 
traffic out of the main harbor. 

Citing moorings for visitors to Marion harbor is 
a time-consuming exercise, and Murphy recommends 
the town institute a color-coded system to shorten up 
recognition time, especially on weekends. 

“It’s already in our regulations,” said Murphy, 
who finds the Harbormaster Department doing most of 
the work helping navigate boats to moorings. “We ask 
people their position and they tell us their job title.” 

One thing Murphy would like to see is 
participation amongst the community-based boatyards. 
He considers color coordination a “good winter project, 
good topic to not let go by the wayside.” By inviting the 
boatyards such as Burr and Barden and representatives 
from Tabor Academy and the Beverly Yacht Club to a 
January meeting, all stakeholders could benefit in 2023. 

The MRC set its next meeting for Monday, August 
15 at 7:00 pm at the Music Hall. 


Dual-Use Solar Proposed for Acushnet Road 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

The July 18 Mattapoisett Planning Board 
agenda included an informational meeting with Chris 
Vandenberghe of Outback Engineering, Inc. representing 
a Site Plan application filed by Sun Partners Solar of 
Newton. 

Vandenberghe outlined the scope of the project 
planned for 156 Acushnet Road, currently being used as 
agricultural land. The array is a 198-kilowatt alternative 
energy producer, covering approximately 200x275 square 
feet. Solar panels will be constructed on 10-foot-high 
supports that will allow the impacted area to function 
as both solar-energy space and agricultural, a dual-use 
application. 

Regarding the proposed dual-use plan, 
Vandenberghe said that an application has been 
submitted to the Massachusetts Department of Energy 
Resources. The project hinges on their acceptance that 
the area of disturbance can remain in agricultural tax 
status. He said that preliminary discussions with the 
Mattapoisett Fire Department produced a request for 
widening of the access road currently on the property.

to the mix could be a catalyst to get the project back into 
local consideration. But he stresses that working out the 
details is a local exercise. 

“My help was to get the overall idea back in 
people’s minds, back on their radar with the hopes 
that added state role would make people locally more 
accepting of moving the project forward,” Straus told the 
Wanderer on Tuesday. 

The timeline for a Senate approval of the 
“Economic Development” bill will be debated on the 
floor later this week, according to Straus. Assuming his 
amendment to the bill will not be debated as it occurred in 
the House, the penultimate hurdle would be the House- 
Senate Conference Committee, after which the bill would 
land on the governor’s desk by July 31.

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Get Away If You Can. Starring Dominique Braun 
and Ed Harris. Directed by Dominique Braun and 
Terrence Martin. Running time: 76 minutes. No 
MPAA rating. Coming soon to select theaters. 

Both the poster and the very title of Get Away 
If You Can suggest that we’re in for a psychological 
thriller. On the poster, Ed Harris’ face looms 
over our protagonists, embattled married couple 
Dominique (Dominique Braun) and TJ (Terrence 
Martin). In fact, it’s a drama in which the couple try 
to heed the title’s warning. But are they meant to get 
away from each other, or from the outside influences 
that want to pry them apart? Once you get used 
to what the movie actually is, it’s a low-key indie 
effort with a perfect, though probably metaphorical, 
ending. 

Dominique comes from Argentina, and has 
a sister there (Martina Gusman) who wants her 
to give up on TJ and his toxic-masculine family 
and come live with her on her ranch. TJ contends 
with his surly dad (Harris) and his chip-off-the- 
old-block brother (Riley Smith), who want him to 
give up on Dominique and come take over the old 
man’s tugboat business. All of this is in the couple’s 
heads when they set sail (on a sailboat bought by 
TJ’s brother with TJ’s money) for “the Islands of 
Despair.” Dominique wants to explore the islands. 
TJ wants to continue on to a warmer, less rocky 
environment, where he can surf and she can scuba 
dive. She gets out of the boat and sets up camp on 
the island, and won’t get back in the boat with TJ 
despite his pleas. 

Get Away If You Can throws in flashbacks to 
break up the narrative (only an hour and fourteen 
minutes less the end credits). Each flashback does 
the work of establishing the angels (Dominique’s 
gentle but insistent sister) and demons (TJ’s selfish, 
hostile family) dictating the couple’s actions. A good 
portion of the film was shot on location on the Isla 
R6ébinson Crusoe off of Chile, and the directors, who 
happen to be the lead couple themselves (they’re 
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married in real life 166). bting back a lot of gorgeous 
footage that makes the case for why Dominique 
wants to stay there. After a while, though, we 
understand that the island, like the ending, is a 
metaphor. The title turns out to be a well-meaning 
nudge, not a stern admonishment or, indeed, a 
warning. 

Towards the conclusion, when Dominique 
grows a marijuana garden and goes around sporting 
a headband adorned with dank nugs, while TJ seems 
to have come to terms with the escape he needs, the 
movie proposes a castaway, Adam-and-Eve existence 
in opposition to living according to rich relatives’ 
wishes, whether paradisiacal or infernal. We’re not 
meant to take the couple’s choice literally, or subject 
it to logical scrutiny. We’re just meant to go with it, 
and the script (also by the directors) subtly works 
out why certain things don’t work for the couple 
while other things do. It’s not until Dominique 
rekindles her creative flame and TJ becomes one 
with the waves that the door is opened for the 
ending we want for them. 

Is it bad to reveal that a movie has a happy 
ending? In this case, it may help a viewer get 
through the difficult early stretch when Dominique 
and TY, still under thrall to their influences, seem to 
hate each other. But it’s just that they’re trapped in 
a frustrating stasis. Get Away If You Can ends up as 
a romance, not just a psychological drama (though 
that, too). You just shouldn’t expect a thriller — say, 
Ed Harris sends some goons after the couple to 
split them up, or the couple go through twists and 
turns and betray each other. It’s not that sort of film; 
coming as it does from a married couple, it emerges 
asa personal statement. Never a slouch, Harris 
delivers a grouchy turn visible even when he’s not 
around, in TJ’s cowed eyes; Braun and Martin enact 
a couple in love as well as at war. See it if you can.

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From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 

When I wrote about Rochester’s 10th anniversary 
of the ending of the Revolutionary War, I listed the many 
toasts made by the dignitaries at Ruggles Tavern, which 
was located in front of the house shown in the picture. 

Of the many toasts listed, numbers 5 and 6 were to the 
governor and lieutenant governor serving in 1793. I was 
curious as to who were the men holding those positions. 
After a little research, I discovered that John Hancock 
was the Governor and Samuel Adams was the Lieutenant 
Governor. Both men were prominent Patriots in the lead 
up to the Revolutionary War and also during the war. 
They were both influential in the creation of the new 
nation. 

Hancock was the first of the 56 men who signed 
the Declaration of Independence, and he did so with such 
a flourish that 
his signature 
has become 
famous. 
Besides being 
fancy, it was 
also large, 
and he has 
been quoted 
as saying 
that he wrote

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it that way so King George could read it without his 
spectacles. 

Both men, due to their public denouncing of the 
King and of England’s treatment of the colonies, were 
wanted men who would most likely have been hanged 
for treason if they had fallen into British hands. When the 
British soldiers marched on Concord and Lexington on 
April 18, 1775, part of their mission was to capture Adams 
and Hancock who were in Lexington. Fortunately, they 
were warned and escaped to Philadelphia. 

Our own Abraham Holmes was acquainted 
with both men due to his time spent in Boston as a 
representative of Rochester. In his Memoirs, he writes that 
Sam Adams was “a full- blooded Republican” (remember 
our founding fathers created the Republic of the United 
States of America) and the most accurate planner in 
Massachusetts and perhaps in North America. 

Holmes was even more fulsome in his praise 
of John Hancock. While he says that in some respects 
Hancock’s abilities came second to Adams, he writes 
that Hancock was “as zealous an asserter of American 
rights as any colony could boast of.” Unlike Adams who 
was a prickly sort of person, Hancock was well liked. He 


institutions and was perhaps the most popular politician 
in Massachusetts at that time. Not surprisingly, his 
popularity caused some in the state’s political community 
to resent him. This group banded together in 1789 to 
attempt to unseat him. They put forward articles against 
him in public newspapers. 

At this time Abraham Holmes was a member 
of the General Court and a strong believer in Hancock, 
so he wrote a series of essays supporting Hancock and 
countering the negative articles. He signed them with 
pseudonyms: Junius and Marcus. John Hancock wanted 
to know who this supporter was so much that he paid 
the printer $30.00 for the author’s real name. At this point 
in his memoirs, Holmes says in essence that since they 
would be read only by his family, he could brag that when 
Hancock learned his identity, it placed him in Hancock’s 
“honest affection” throughout his life and gave our 
Abraham an “influence which few others possessed” in 
the political sphere of Massachusetts. 

John Hancock died in October of 1793, and 
Samuel Adams finished out his term as Governor and was 
then elected Governor in his own right. 


was the first Governor under the new Constitution of 
Massachusetts. Holmes goes on to say that Hancock, a 
wealthy merchant, was generous to the poor and to public
